U.S. Patent No. 6,408,541, issued on June 25, 2002 to Moretti, teaches a waterproof and 
moisture-permeable shoe with a waterproof upper assembly. This upper assembly is 
perimetrically connected thru a lower outwardly-folded edge to an insole having an outer 
peripheral component by a plurality of stitches. The shoe includes a waterproof outersole 
connected below the insole and a waterproof connecting element, made of moisture-impermeable 
sealing material. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,305,100, issued on October 23, 2001 to Komamycky, demonstrates a 
shoe which facilitates ventilation between its' inner area and the surrounding environment 
through an air cavity created by a dual-layer sole system, allowing foot heat and moisture to 
escape and exhaust into free open space. A plurality of ventilation ports are used to. create bi- 
directional air exchange and circulation. 

Italian Patent No. 1288658, issued September 23, 1998 to Basso, suggests a shoe, which 
includes an acclimatized technical sole structure in which the upper is associated to a sole prior 
to the interposing of a stratified insole, in which at least one layer is treated with hygienic anti- 
mold and anti-bacterial products. 

German Patent Application No. 1971 15097, issued on November 6, 1997 to Usui, 
provides sole elements, obtained in block copolymers according to the sequence A-B-A, where A 
is styrene. 

English Patent No. 2250417, issued on June 10, 1992 to Chao, teaches a ventilated insole 
including an upper layer and lower layer formed of foam material, the layers being attached to 
each other by adhesive. The adhesive layer of the lower surface utilizes longitudinal ventilating 
grooves , permitting air in the shoe to be smoothly exhausted. The upper layer can be formed 
with several circular holes above the grooves to form a more efficient ventilating passage system.
